lakes and took the British garrisom 
at Fort Ticonderoga completely by 
surpvise, A sentry fired at Allen, 
but missed him. The leader of the 
Americans met the British com- 
mandant, one Captain La Place, at 
the door of the barracks occupied 
by the latter, demanding immediate 
surrender of the fort. 

“By what authority do you make 
this bold demand?” asked the cap. 
tain. 

“By what authority!" thundered 
Allen, “I demand it, sir, in the 
name of the Great Jehovah and the 
Continental congress.” 

It was by this daring act and 
these immortal words, observes a 
writer in the Chicago Tribune, that 
the leader of the Green Mountain 
Boys became famous. Later in the 
war he was captured by the Brit- 
ish, taken to England, brought back 
to.
